i'  at  present,  it  has  a  hole  or  perforation  in  the  centre  or  at  the  part  corre- 
i  10  spending  with  the  condyle  or  bone  at  the  inside  of  the  knee.  Each  joint  is 
made  of  large  diameter,  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  strength  and  steadiness, 
and  the  two  shoulders  and  internal  part  of  the  joint  are  kept  together  by 
t  turning  or  hammering  over  the  ends  of  a  short  tube  into  countersinks  formed 
i  at  the  edges  of  the  holes  in  the  shoulders.  This  improved  hinge  or  joint  is 
1 15  applied  to  the  knee  and  ankle  of  artificial  legs,  or  to  the  knee  or  ankle 
I  separately,  and  by  its  use  great  durability  and  lightness  are  obtained.
